Srrvirc  from  a  very  small  division,  with  one  assistant  and  .1  stenoKrapher. 
attarhrd  to  the  Kx(M>rimental  Farms  Hranch.  to  an  im|<oriani  siparalc-  Hranrh 
of  the  Department  of  AKrieulture.  This  development  of  the  Knlomolo>{i«al 
Hranch  was  his  m«>st  im|Mirtant  achievemvnl  and  the  ornani/ation  he  (n-rfecled 
will  remain  a  tribute  lo  his  great  abilits  and  A-al.  The  broad  development  ol 
the  Kntomologieal  Hramh  is  inslanred  in  the  establishnienl  of  im|>ortant  Divi- 
sions at  Ottawa,  such  as  the  Division  of  l-icld  Crop  and  < '.arden  Ium  ilir 
Division  of  Forest  Insects,  the  Division  of  ForeiKH  I'esls  Supi-'essioii  nl  ih"' 
Division  of  Systematic  F,ntomol.>n\ ,  hII  under  the  immediate  direction  ..|  liii-hK 
qtMlifieH  Chiefs.  In  addition  to  these  divisions  of  the  wtirk  sjx-cial  nfhcer»  have 
hern  given  rhargc  of  such  lines  of  study  as  Natural  Control  ln\estif;ali">ns, 
Insecticide  Investigations,  and  Stored  Product  Insect  Investigations.  In  the 
\arious  provinces  tw),  field  or  regional  lalH)ratories  have  lieen  established  with 
trained  entomologists  in  charge,  who  study  ItKal  problems  .ind  disseminate 
informaticn  of  \alue  to  agriculturists,  horticulturists,  lumlN'rmen  .md  others. 

In  l*,IU'.>,  Dr.  Hewitt  recogni/cd  the  imjjortance  of  legislation  to  pri' vent  the 
introduction  or  spreading  of  insects,  jiests  an«l  diseases  destructive  to  vegetatiim, 
and  as  a  result  Parliament  pas.sed  the  Destructive  Insect  .md  I'est  .Act  in  Mav, 
HMO.  Under  the  regulations  of  this  .Act  ins|Krtors  were  a|Mx>inted  to  deal 
with  the  threatened  spread  of  the  brown  tail  moth  in  the  Maritime  provimcs, 
Hud  provisions  were  matle  for  the  prohibition,  fmnigation  or  inspc<  lion  of  nursery 
st  cK'k  at  definite  |)orts  of  entry.  In  addition  lo  the  brown  tail  MduiiiiK  work,  whiih  he 
fle»eloped  in  co-operation  with  the  provinces  of  No\,i  .S<-oiia  .md  New  llruiis- 
wick,  he  also  arranged  for  the  collei  lion  in  Massachusetts  .md  establishmeni  in 
eastern  Canada  of  thousands  of  parasitic  and  pre<laceous  enemies  of  the  brown 
tail  and  gipsy  moths.  Dr.  Hewitt  was  keenly  intereste<l  in  medical  entomology 
.md  accomplished  much  useful  work  on  problems  relatetl  to  ilic>  hous«-lly.  mos- 
(piitoes,  ticks  and  other  animals  which  spread  disease. 

He  was  the  author  of  important  lKM)ks  and  memoirs.  His  chief  published 
work  is  the  well-known  lj<H)k  on  the  house-fly  of  which  there  were  two  editions. 
A  smaller  book  on  the  same  subject  appeared  later  as  one  of  the  Cambridge 
Manuals  of  Science  ami  Literature.  His  de|)i<rtmental  publications  consist 
of  a  series  of  annual  reports  <  t'.»10-19H)),  bulletins,  and  circulars,  chief  among 
the  latter  Oi  ^nich  are  those  dvaiing  with  the  Honey  Bee  and  the  Large  Larch

Their  sorrow  in  thi-^  l>ereavement  is  shared  by  a 
large  number  of  Dr.  Hewitt's  friends  in  the  Iniied  States  as  well  as  by  all  thosi- 
who  were  associated  with  him  in  this  country. 

They  wish  to  convey  to  Mrs.  Hewitt  their  tribute  of  synipathy  with  li«-r  in 
the  great  loss  that  she  has  sustained  aixl  their  hiKh  apprci  iation  of  her  late 
husband  as  a  leader  and  friend." 

The  senate  of  his  aima  mater  pa.ssed  the  following  resolution: 

"The  members  of  the  senate  desire  to  express  their  deep  regret  at  the  death 
of  Dr.  Charles  Gordon  Hewitt,  formerly  a  student,  graduate  si^holar,  and  lecturer 
in  the  University.  He  attained  to  great  distinction  by  his  researches  in  Knto- 
mology  and  by  his  great  administrative  abilities  as  chief  entomologist  in  the 
Dominion  of  Canada. 

They  feel  that  by  his  early  death  a  career  of  great  distiiuiion  has  l»een  pre- 
maturely closed.  They  desire  that  a  copy  of  this  res<jlulion  Iw  miii  to  his  widow 
and  to  his  father."
